1. Upon review of the IFW, it is noted that "Summary of claimed subject matter" appearing 
in the Appeal Brief filed 08/23/06 is deficient.

(v) Summary of claimed subject matter. A concise explanation of the subject matter 
defined in each of the independent claims involved in the appeal, which shall refer to the 
specification by page and line number, and to the drawing, if any, by reference 
characters. For each independent claim involved in the appeal and for each dependent 
claim argued separately under the provisions of paragraph (c)(l)(vii) of this section, 
every means plus function and step plus function as permitted by 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth 
paragraph, must be identified and the structure, material, or acts described in the 
specification as corresponding to each claimed function must be set forth with reference 
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to the specification by page and line number, and to the drawing, if any, by reference

The "Summary of claimed subject matter" appearing the Appeal Brief filed 08/23/06 is 
deficient because it fails to provide a proper mapping the claimed invention to the claims. 

For Example, Appellant maps the claim limitation "passing the second object from the 
sender to the recipient with the handle" to Specification, page 9, lines 2-5; Fig.5, step 
506. 

Page 9, lines 2-5 read "Serialization contexts can be used to pass the class descriptors of 
serialized objects. As explained above, serialization contexts are dictionary objects that 
map a class descriptor to a corresponding integer handle. When possible, the integer 
handle, rather than the full class descriptor, is passed, saving processing time in and 
Fig.5, step 506 read:

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Also, Appellant maps the claim limitation "the recipient uses the handle received with 
the second object to access the descriptor received by the recipient with the first object " 
to Specification, page 11, lines 4-6; Fig.3, step 308. 

Page 11, lines 4-6 read "class descriptor to the recipient (step 306). The recipient then 
uses the handle to look up the class descriptor in the incoming handle table 208 of 
serialization context 144. If the class descriptor that the sender wishes to send is not in 
the outgoing"; and Fig. 3, step 308 read: 



The above cited portions, however, fail to suggest the claimed "passing the second object 
from the sender to the recipient with the handle " and "the recipient uses the handle 
received with the second object to access the descriptor received by the recipient with the 
first object" . 

Appellant is advised to review the "Summary of claimed subject matter" and provide a 
proper mapping for the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims involved 
in the appeal.
